Horatio d. Bnrohard, Director !,of 


the United States Mint, discourses 
very freely in a Chicago published 
interview of tho future of the trade 
dollar. He said he should recom- 
mend to Congress the repeal of the 
act authorizing its coinage. Directly 
after the demonetization of the trade 
dollar in 1876, there were about two 
millions of them iu the country, rep 
resenting an excess of coinage over 
exportation. Now there are probably 
from five to seven millions, mostly 
held in the manufacturing regions of 
Pennsylvania and the surrounding 
country, and ' in New York City. 
They generally find their way to the 
pockets of the workingmen and 
sometimes from them to' retail deal- 
ers. Undoubtedly many are secured 
by speculators, who perhaps sell 
them at a discount or hold them in 
the hopes of increased value, but 
details aside, doubtlesi_ many of 
them are held by those who can ill 
afford, to suffer from their deprecia 
tion, and though the United States 
is under no legal liability, it would 
be but just to permit the coins to be 
aeot to the mints and exchanged for 
other silver coins. This would be 
something of a saoriQce on the part 
of the government, for though each 
trade dollar could be recoined into 
about eleven dimos, which is equiva 
lent to a discount of seven or eighl 
por cent, the government gets a dis 
count of five per cent, on the bullion 
The intrinsic value of the trade 
dollar is 85.5. 
Speculators got them 


nt perhaps twenty per cent, discount 
Considering the fluctuations of the 
bullion market, they would thus net 
SCO to $75 on every Sl.OOO, 
But 


however much the speculator migh 
profit by such a course, the pool 
man would be aided mofo.

"China is far better equipped to go to 
war than Europeans or 'Americo,ns gen 
erally think. I don't know the number 
of troops iu the Chinese regular army 
but I have no doubt that at a necessity 
she could, on very short notice, rais 
from 500,000 to 1,000,000 well-drilled 
and finely-equipped men in the field 
The standing army of China is drilled 
on the European plan by European in 
structors. There alfe eighteen Viceroys 
in China, and each Viceroy has an 
army of his own, ' which would be a 
the command of the General Govern 
ment in case of war. These Viceroys 
troops arc more than militia—they ni< 
regulars. China has for years been 
supplying herself with improved arms 
She has purchased through German 
merchants doing business in her towns 
all the needle-guns which Prussia usec 
when she went to war with Austria, in 
18GG. Shohas fully, 200,000 of these 
besides a number ,of Schneider rifles 
and also some Remington rifles. '. 
have no doubt that China could ,easily 
arm 500,000 men -with theso improvec 
arms, 
China 
has , also purchased 


through European, houses, a number oi 
Krupp and Armstrong cannon. The 
Chinese navy is of formidable strength 
It includes about one dozen man-of 
war, of tho latest armament and power, 
ono dozen corvettes and another dozen 
of revenue cruisers. 
Each of tha latter 


carries three heavy gnua. Some 
these vessels were constructed in'Eng- 
Ifiud and some in Germany. All tha 
war vessels have English engineers 
and some of them aro officered by Eng. 
lishmen. 
The 
Chinese are making 


modern cannon themselves now. Thev 
httve foundries near Shanghai, where 
they arc casting steel cannon. These 
arc made exactly as Europeans make 
tlftm. 
Apparently thore are large arse- 


nals in different parts of China, where 
arms nnd vast quantities of ammuni- 
tion and other materials of war are 
stored.
